People here have detectives on the brain, 
and every man who comes here is at once set 
down as a detective and watched, and most 
people shut up at once. This one managed to 
leave town before he was known to more 
than two or three people. He has been fol- 
lowing Burke’s movements in the iron and 
copper country, and when he found that the 
man had been here he exciaimed: That is 
the missing link!“ 

Evidently Burke’s movements are known 
to the police, for upon going to the 
register of the Lake View House this man at 
once turned to the date when he thought 
Burke had been here and to the sur- 
prise of the hotelkeeper found the name of 
Martin Burke on the register, under the date 
of May 10. The proprietor remembered noth- 
ing about the man, but said: He must 
either have been a gentlemanly-looking fel- 
low or else have come in late, for this room I 
gave him is one of the best in the 
house and I do not give it till the 
last thing or to persons who want to be 
treated particularly well.“

Toſthe astonished hotelkeeper 
he then produced a dispatch from John Col- 
lins, the Chicago officer now in Winnipeg, re- 
beating to him this dispatch, which estab- 
lished the fact of Burke’s arrival in Winni- 
peg. Itturns out that Burke was not be- 
trayed by any enemy, nor was he turned over 
to the authorities by any one in che interest, 
of justice. 

The pohce of Winnipeg had received in- 
structions from Chicago to look out for 
Burke, giving the description of the 
man. Just about that time some 
one in Haucock, who must have 
been in the secret of Burke’s movements, 
sent a dispatch addressed to Martin Burke, 
Winnipeg. The exact address could not be 
learned, nor did the hotelkeeper remember 
the contents of the dispatch. The signature 
was F. Ryan. The Winnipeg police proba- 
bly received information of this dispatch and 
watched for the man with renewed dili- 
gence, or perhaps the purport of the dispatch 
was sufficient to locate him without further 
effort. The dispatch from Collins which 
the hotelkeeper saw was merely a 
repetition of this dispatch which had 
been sent from Hancock. The hotelkeeper 
also says that the detective went out und 
looked for F. Rvan, calling upon John F. 
Ryan, whose name comes the nearest to the 
one signed to the dispatch. The detective 
claims to have found his man, the hotelkeep- 
er says, but he did not know what Ryan it 
was. 

This town is full of Ryans, most of them 
relatives in some way of Edward Ryan, tne 
merchant prince of Houghton County. John 
F. Ryan is employed in George North’s store 
near the Quincy mine, which lies above Han- 
cock on the top of tha ridge. 

JOHN F. RYAN INTERVIEWED. 

A TRIBUNE representative called upon him 
today and asked him about the dispatch. Mr. 
Ryan’s actions were not free from embarrass- 
ment, but he was cool. He was particular 


about seeing credentials, as he didn’t want 
to talk to everybody chat might come along. 


After some parieying he became satisfieu 
that he was talking to a TRIBUNE reporter 
and then said:

He denied in a plain, 
straightforward manner any knowledge of 
the matter. The story is that the F. Ryan 
who signed the Winnipeg dispatch sent in 
all three dispatches, two from Hancock and 
one from Marquette, but to other places than 
Winnipeg. 

HovucutTon, Mich., June 25.— [Special. — 
The name of Rynston or Ryneton is probably 
another fictitious name. There is no city 


directory here, but the old citizens“ serve 


the same purpose. Anumber of them were 
seen this evening, and they agree in saying 
that no such man was ever known here. 
The Postmaster never got any mail for such 
a man, and the name was new to all who 
were spoken toon the subject. There are 
many Cornishmen in the mines here, and the 
name sounds more like a Cornish than an 
Irish name.

ANNEXATIONISTS JUBILANT OVER 
THE ELECTION OUTLOOK, 


Lake View Taxpayers Propose to Wind Up 
the Campaign with Several Rousing 
Meetings—Tactics of the Antis ’’—The 
School Board’s Attitude—Water Kates 
in Lake—Enthusiastic Meetings in Lake 
and Hegewisch—Annexation Notes of 
Interest. 


Lake View annexationists are jubilant. 
With only two working days intervening 
between now and election they are certain 
of victory, and as a fitting finale they pro- 
pose to have large mass-mectings tomorrow 
night in Lincoln Turner-Hall on Diversey 
street and Friday at Spelz’s Hall on North 
Clark street and Germania on Clybourn ave- 
nue, near Fullerton. Leading speakers have 
signified their willingness to discuss the is- 
sues involved, and among them will be 
Luther Laflin Mills, Francis W. Walker, 
George H. Kettelle, Theodore Stimming, 8. 
S. Gregory, E. B. Gould, Carl Haerting, and 
George Beckwith. These gentlemen are all 
deeply interested in the outcome of the elec- 
tion, and in inviting the general public to go 
and hear them the annexation committee 
says: 

Are you hesitating to become citizens of Chi- 
cago and get all the benefits of a great city— 
purer water, cheaper gas, more police and fire- 
men, lower insurance rates, 5-cent car fare, less 
taxes, more improvements, better drainage, no 
more typhoia-fever epidemics? If so attend this 
meeting, bring all your friends with you, listen 
to the speakers, and you will be convinced that 
it is to your interest to vote for annexation. 

THE “ ANTIS” ALARMED. : 

The autis“ are thoroughly alarmed, ad 
are laboring with the residents in the poorer 
districts, whom they are endeavoring to 
prejudice by intimations that in the event of 
annexation the fire limits of Chicago will be 
extended so as to prohibit the erection of 
frame dwellings. This argument could only 
be used with those who do not read the news- 
papers constantly, because an ordinance has 
already been passed by the Chicago City 
Council establishing the fire limits as at 
present and exempting any territory to be 
annexed. 

Another of the reckless statements of the 
“antis’’? is that after annexation the pro- 
hibition district of Ravenswood will be abol- 
ished. This, however, is too ridiculous to re- 
quire contradiction, for the Annexation law 
provides for the maintenance of such dis- 
taicts, and the Chicago City Council has 
signified its willingness by ordinance to 
recognize them, This leaves nothing for the 
“antis” to talk about, and their latest move 
has been to call out the Lake View School 
Board and have its members personally so- 
licit business-men and the residents gener- 
ally to vote against annexation. They have 
also been active in their efforts to collect a 
good-sized corruption fund, which they hope 
to use next Saturday in some of the East 
End precincts. 

ATTITUDE OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 

“The members of the Lake View School 
Board area frightened lot.“ said a leading 
annexationist. They fear annexation will 
carry, as it must be remembered that they tax 
us THREE TIMES as Much as they do in Chi- 
cago forno better schools. Why do they in- 
terest themselves? Why are they so anxious 
to prevent annexation? They receive no 
salaries for their services on the board. Why 
do they want to pay more taxes for school 
purposes themselves, as 1 presume they are 
all taxpayers! If tney are not taxpayers 
they should not be members of the Board of 
Education. Why should they spend all their 
time looking after funds to carry an election 
and continue themselves in office? Why do 
they lend their influence to continue this ex- 
pensive luxury —‘a littie city’—with all the 
offices of a great metropolis! Let them join 
Chicago and if they prove themselves able 
and worthy citizens they can get offices if it 
is office only they want. 

„Our committee is in splendid working 
order. We have plenty of money contributed 
by the taxpayers—not politicians—to run a 
red hot campaign. Our people are not blow 
ing about what they are doing. We shall 
bring out a large vote and we will have the 
largest majority ever cast at any election in 
the history of Lake View.

WATER RATES IN LAKE. 

The Annexation Committee in Lake has 
issued an appeal to the voters containing 
comparisons of the taxés in that town and 
Chicago, and it is clearly shown that those 
of Lake are far in excess of those of this 
city. In some instances twice the amount of 
taxes is paid in Lake on substantially the 
same valuation as in Chicago. 

The question of water rates is also consid- 
ered and a comparison made.

In addition to this charge for frontage, 
Lake adds $2 fora bath and #2 for a closet, 
from which the 25 per cent recently agreed 
on to influence annexation is deducted. But 
notwithstand this reduction the water rates, 
including bath and closet, for a twenty feet 
front dweiling in Chicago is $7.50, less 124 
per cent discount: net $6.56; whereas in 
Lake for the sume house the rate would be: 
front, #7; closet, $2; batn, $2; total, $11, less 
25 per cent discount; net $8.25. 

LOOKING AHEAD. 

The conclusion of the annexationists there- 
fore is: 

As to the discount of 3 per cent allowed by 
the Town Board upon the semi-annual payment 
it will be found upon investigation that the town 
could ill afford to make this reduction in view of 
the demand which Will soon be made upon the 
town for increased water facilities. If such a re- 
duction can safely be made why was not the or 
dinance fixing the rates amended so as to bring 
the rates down to those in Chicago? 

It is quite evident that lake must in the near 
future have more and a better quality ot water. 
She now owns her own works, but obtains her 
supply through Hyde Park's tunnel, which ex- 
tends only a short distance into the lake, where 
the water is not free from pollution of Hyde Park 
sewerage and the Calumet River. 

When the demands of Hyde Park require her 
tunnel she will certainly use itand Lake must 
then depend upon herself. She may be able to 
make temporary provision, but her revenues are 
totally inadequate to provide a source of supply 
such as we ought to have and which can be pro- 
viaed through the immense resources of the City 
of Chicago. The anti-annexationists conceae 
that ultimately Lake will become a part of Chi- 
cago. Why notthen join hands with Chicago 
now and assist her in providing us with an 
abundant supply of pure water?

HITCHCOCK THE ESTHETE. 


THE CHICAGO RECORD OF THE HERO 
OF THE PARIS ELOPEMENT,. 


A Pioneer Angio-Maniac, a Connoisseur 
of Paintings, and ano Artist on Financial 
Matters—In New York Society He Was 
for Some Time a Prominent Figure— 


The Father of Mas O' Halloran Refuses. 


to Believe That the Fair Agnes Has 
Eloped with the Artist. 


“Exactly what one would expect that man 
to do,“ was the universal comment of those 
who used to know George Hitchcock when 
they read the cablegram in yesterday’s 
TRIBUNE giving the particulars of this young 
man’s latest escapade. 

Ten or twelve years ago Mr. George Hitch- 
cock was a well known young man in Chi- 
cago. He was moving in the best society 
and talking most learnedly on art. He was 
painting a few pictures which his brother 
artists were inclined to laugh at and his 
social admirers inclined to buy. 

George Hitchcock first appeared in Chicago 
in 1877 or 1878. He came bere from Boston, 
and he gave it out that he was a Harvard 
man. Before he came here he studied law 


ſor a time in New York. Whether he aban- 


doned this profession because of un uncon- 
trolabie yearning for art, or because his 
older brother tired of settling the 
bills which he contracted at the 
lively pace he _ traveled, is not 
clear. He at least abandoned law and 
took up art. When he came to Chicago he 
was nothing more than a clever amateur. He 
first had a studio with Mr. Walters on State 
street. He immediately obtained the entrée 
of some of the best families and became quite 
a social lion. 

Mr. Hitchcock was so English. Anglo- 
mania had not ut that time become the viru- 
lent disease which it since developed into. 
Mr. Hitchcock was about the first real En- 
giish chappy that got so far West as this. 
He had never been across the water 
then, but had in some way acquired a 
thorough mockery of what some Americans 
popularly suppose to be the English tricks of 
pronunciation, gait, and manners. This was 
all quite fetching with the ladies. Hitch- 
cock was really an exceptionally handsome 
fellow, too. Standing full six feet and weil 
proportioned, with a fine head of dark hair 
and handsome black eyes, he was well cal- 
culated to make a striking impression. 

And then his ideas on art were new. He 
knew all about art in those days. To be sure, 
hé couldn’t then quite satisfactorily illus- 
trate all his ideas, but he could talk. The 
new era of art had then taken but little hold 
here. People were old-fashioned enough to 
think that a painting, to be of value, must be 
apicture. Mr. Hitchcock hud many ideas 
which were new to Chicago patrons of art, 
and he talked them so well that he had haif 
of the art lovers—the younger half—sitting 
at his feet drinking in wisdom. 

Hitchcock early showed that he had a truly 
artistic disregard for financial affairs. He 
never paid a bill till be had to. He had a 
studio in Pike’s Building, at the corner 
of State and Monroe streets, then a 
spot where many artists clustered. 
The old Academy ot Design was there. 
Mr. Pike, however, was not renting the 
building simply for his health, and after a 
desperate struggle Hitchcock paid his rent. 
He told of the incident as a great joke, giy- 
ing Mr. Pike the reputation of the best col- 
lector he ever came in contact with. 

They used to tell a story on Hitchcock 
which well illestrated -his nerve“ in tne 
way of bills. He allowed his washerwoman’s 
bill to accumulate till it amounted to some 
845. He was about to leave town. The 
woman modestiy suggested that her account 
be settled. Taking aquarter from his pocket 
Hitchcock handed it to her with the air of a 
lord, saying: Here, my good woman, take 
this. I'll owe you the rest.“ 
owes It. 

In 1879 Hitchcock had a studio in Stevens’ 
gallery. He was painting bits of landscapes 
and marines in water color then, and taking 
lessons from Mr. Spread. His work was 
crude, but haa in it much strength. Hecould 
paint what he saw before him well, but was 
quite without imagination or the power of 
invention. He went abroad that year 
for the first time. He staid in Lon- 
don for a while and then went to 
Holland, There he made a great number 
of characteristic Dutch sketches—windmills, 
wooden-shod girls, and fishermen. These he 
brought back and placed in Stevens’ gallery, 
then at the corner of Wabash avenue and 
Adams street. They were quite the rage. 
Other artists ignored them, but the public 
bought. Mrs. Samuei Allerton purchased 
several hundred dollars worth, Hitchcock 
boasted of getting $50 for sketches which he 
had spent but half an bour in making. 

After hisreturn with the Dutch sketches 
he remained here about a vear and then left 
suddenly, once more goingabroad. He went 
to Holland again and later to France. Word 
of his success as an artist soon reached 
here. It was evident he was doing some 
good work. His pictures were admitted to 
the salon and bis bed of tulips received hon- 
orable mention. His old admirers here felt 
that their taste was being vindicated. A 
number of his canvases came to Chicago. 
Several were exhibited at the Exposition. 
Potter Palmer purchased a tulip picture much 
like the “honorable mention“ salon can- 
vas. When Mr. Palmer wanted to donate a 
picture to the Ari Institute, and left it to the 
directors to select something fit, they picked 
out one of Hitchcock’s Holland pieces—a 
Dutch flower girl—and it now hangs in a 
place of honor on the Institute wails. 

His old friends here felt sure that he had 
put aside his youthful follies and had set- 
tled dowr to earning a reputation as an 
artist. They were mistaken, 


HITCHCOCK'S EARLY CAREER. 


The Artist Was Once a Prominent Figure 
in New York Society. 

New York, June 2.—/Special.]—The 
scandalous story of George Hitchcock’s de- 
sertion of his wife and elopement with Miss 
©’ Halloran in Paris, as tola in the cable dis- 
patches, was the chief topic of conversation 
in artistic circles here. Sympathy is equally 
divided between the beautiful and devoted 
wife whom the young artist abandoned and 
his brother and other estimable relatives in 
America. His brother, Dr. Charles Hitchcock, 
is one of the best known physicians in New 
York. He has a large winter practice in the 
citv and a correspondingly large summer 
practice at Narragansett Pier. He is a favor- 
ite socially and noted for his zeal in promot- 
ing charitable aud other good causes. He 
had cause for regret in various incidents in 
his younger brother’s rather wild career in 
this country. but the success he had abroad 
and tne excellent accounts of his life there 
which came home had wiped all that out and 
the doctor had become proud of his brother’s 
achievements. Then came this last and fina: 
blow. a 

Dr. Hitchcock is now at Narragansett Pier, 
where he has gone for the summer, and only 
learned of his brotner’s disgraceful conduct 
by a cable message which reached him Mon- 
day night. The message came to him pre- 
sumably trom the deserted wife, as one of 
the doctor’s friends said nere today that he 
had received no tidings from his brother, 
When Mrs. Hitchcock arrives here from 
Paris she will be received at Narragansett 
Pier with all the cordialty and sympathy her 
unhappy position demanas. For Hitchcock 
himself there was nothing today but the 
bitterest denunciation to be heard. He had 
many friends here, but they have all left him 
now. At one time, some seven or eight years 


ago. he figured prominently as an amateur 


artist and ratner dashing young man. He

He was born in Providence and graduated 
at Harvard. Even during his college days he 
Was a well known figure in New York. He 
had plenty of money and was bright and 
handsome, and was muchcourted. When he 
left coliege he went to Chicago, where he re- 
mained for some time. He always had a 
fondness for art and artists, and he drifted 


back to New York. Here and at Newport 


and other watering places he cut something 
of a swell and spent money so industriously 
that he soon nad none left. 

Then he got into debt, owing all manner of 
people all manner of sums, until he was in 
rather bad odor. He finally went to Paris 
and studied tnere. 

In London he sold some pictures, and then 
came his success with the tulip culture paint- 
ing, which won him an honorable mention in 
the Paris Salon and put him on the high road 
to fortune, He became prosperous again, 
financially, and built a fine house in Holland. 
He liked Hotland and studied there under 
Mesdag, the marine artist, and he also gave 
instructions there to pupils. 

About the Miss O’Halloran who figures in 


this last escapade little or nothing is known 


here. But of the deserted wife there is but 
one comment among ail who have met her, 
and that is that she is not only a beautiful 
woman but in every way possessed of admir- 
able qualities.

THEY DISCLAIM KESPONSIBILITY. 


Official Document from the Council of the 
Clan-na- Gael. 

The following manifesto was issued last 
night: 

The efforts of the perpetrators of an atrocious 
and cowardly crime recently committed in Chi- 
cago to escape punishment and misileaa public 
opinion by circuluting reports that the Clan-na- 
Gael organization was responsible for their in- 
famous deed, compelled the representatives of 
that body to denounce the authors of these 
abominable slanders, and offer to their fellow- 
citizens a brief explanation of the principles and 
objects of the Clan-na-Gael. 

The members of that organization are Ameri- 
can citizens of Irish blood, who desire to aid 
their motherland to resist oppression, as the peo- 
ple of France and Ireland assisted Washington 
and the patriots of the revolution to resist and 


overthrow British despotism on this side. 

They are, however, first of all citizens of the 
United States, to whose Government alone they 
owe allegiance and whose laws they are bound 
to obey and uphold at all times, under all circum- 
stances, and at * sacrifice. They believe 
that it is not at all incompatible with their ob- 
ligations as citizens of this Republic, but on the 
contrary, their duty as such, to extend aid and 
sympathy vo the oppressed of other lands who 
are struggling to resist tyranny and obtain for 
themselves the same freedom which we so hap- 
pily enjoy. 
he organization includes within its ranks men 
ofevery religious Cenomination, but the great 
majority of its members, like those of the race 
from which they sprung, belong to the Catholic 
Church, and faithfully perform the duties which 
she requires of her children. It is unfair to as- 
sert or believe that an association composed of 
such men, ana only desiring to succor the op- 

ressed, could seek to impose obligations upon 

ts members inconsistent to the obedience which 

they owe to the laws of the United States and to 
the precepts of the religion which they are pro- 
fessing to practice. No member of the Clan-na- 
Gael, it neéds hardly be said, is required or al- 
lowed to take any pledge which involves treason 
to his country, this Republic, or apostasy from 
his faith. 

The necessity for conducting the proceedings 
of the organization in privacy will be evi- 
dent to all fuir-minded and reasonable men. All 
movements for the deliverance of the oppressed 
must, inorderto insure success, be carried on 
for a time in such manner as to prevent as far as 
possible the tyrants, against whom _ resist- 
ance is contemplated, from becoming fully 
aware of, and consequently being unable 
to guard against, the danger which threatens 
them. Secrecy does not necessarily involve the 
idea of criminality. The church did not invite 
her children to the catacombs of Rome and to 
gloomy caves and secluded glens in Ireland be- 
cause she loved darkness, but because à power- 
ful despotism compelled her temporarily to 
adopt t course. The men who signed the 
Declaration of Independence did not carry on 
their deliberations in private because they 
thought they were doing wrong or feured the in- 
dignation of their countrymen. 

But while we hold that a certain amount of 
privacy is justifiable and even necessary in con- 
ducting the proceedings of an organization like 
the Clan-na-Gael, we distinctly and emphatically 
disclaim any right or intention to pledge, bind. 
order, or authorize any one to commit any act 
forbidden by the laws of the United States, or 
to conceal knowledge which he may possess of 
any crime when summoned to testify before 
court or jury, or questioned in the confessional. 

The Executive Council of the organization ata 
meeting held May 6 last addressed a circular to 
ali the branches, in whieh it said: 

“Your executive bas heard with horror and 
regret of the murder of Brocher P. H. Cronin of 
Chicago, a faithful member of our order and a 
man of National reputation. The executive 
earnestly urges all brothers to use all possible 
effort to bring the murderers of Brother Cronin 
to justice.“ 

he prompt and unhesitating response to his 
appeal from all quarters where the order exists, 
the generous contributions sent by its members 
and branches, to the committee formed to assist 
the authorities in ferreting out the murderer, 
the energy and earnestness displayed by 
most prominent men in aiding the officers 
of the lawto bring the guilty to punishment— 
all these proofs of the feeling which animates 
the organization with regard to the murder of 
Dr. Cronin must satisfy all intelligent and im- 
partial men that the Clan-na-Gael as a body or 
any of its branches ought not to be held respon- 
sible in the slightest degree for that brutal out- 
rage. But that, on the contrary, its members 
have shown themselves loyal and faithful before 
all to their duties as citizens of this Republic 
and anxious and eager to assert and maintain the 
supremacy of her law. 

hen all the facts connected with Dr. Cronin’s 
murder are brought to light the organization of 
which he was so faithful and devoted a member 
Will not only be free from all suspicion of com- 
plicity in or indifference to his fate, but be held 
in higher esteem than ever because of the efforts 
which it has made to aid the authorities in se- 
curing the punishment of his assassins. 

It is only fair to add that the members of the 
present executive body cannot be held responsi- 
ble for the acts or methods of those who were at 
the head of the organization in the past, as they 
have only filled their positions since June last, at 
which time everything was eliminated from the 
constitution and obligation taken by members of 
the order which might be deemed objectionable 
by the ecclesiastical or civil autborities,

Chief Hubbard denied that 
the police wanted such a party, adding that 
the reporters had doubtless confused bat 
Donahue, who was arrested Sunday in Frank- 
fort, Ind., with the name of Florence Dona- 
hue, a laborer on the West Side. 


Officer Reilly's Dismissal. 

Ex-Officer Reilly of Chicago Avenue Sta- 
tion is not and never was a member of the 
Clan-na Gael. On the contrary he has re- 
peatedly expressed himself opposed to the 
secret organization, both to his fellow of- 
ficers and friends outside. His action in 
taking the letter adaressed to ex-Detective 
Coughlin to the bartender, Mike Gannon, was 
a piece of foolishness without any sinister 
motive. Among his fellow officers and 
superiors Officer Reilly has always borne a 
good character. 


PINE RIDGE INDIANS STILL OBDURATE 


The Commissioners Will Leave Tomorrow 
for (row Creek Agency. 

Pine RipGe AGeENcy, Dak., June 25.—The 
unfriendiy combination here remains intact. 
The Indians are evidently awaiting iastruc- 
tions from outside advisers. The Commis- 
sioners will leave probably Thursday for 
Crow Creek Agency. Red Cloud had a talk 
with Maj. Warner this afternoon. He made 
no explanations of the reason which gov- 


erns his action or any statement of 
what he proposes. in future. It

OHIO REPUBLICAN STATE CONVENTION. 


An Organization Effected, Committees Ap- 
pointed, and Adjourned Until Today. 
Cotvumsus, O., June 2%.—The Republican 
State Convention assembled at the Metropol- 
itan Opera House at 4 p. m. In addition to 
the 828 celegates there were 
1,000 spectators. Congressman McKinley’s 


appearance as a delegate from the 
Eighteenth District was eted with en- 
thusiastic applause. The v. Francis E. 


Harsten of Columbus opened the convention 
with prayer. Allen T. Brinsmade of Cleve- 
land read a communicauon from William 
Monaghan of Columbiana County anoounc- 
ing his inability to be present and act as 
Chairman of the convention on account of a 

reviously arranged business trip to Mexico. 

r. Brinsmade, in a happy manner, intro- 
duced the temporary Chairman, W. C. 
Cooper of Mount Vernoa. 

Mr. Cooper made an address, touching 
upon the tariff, pensions, and civil service 
retorm, as well as matters of State interest. 
His remarks favoring civil service reform 
were not enthusiasticaily received. The 
mention of Gov. Foraker’s name 
forth an expression from the con- 
vention that indicated the sentiment of che 
delegates on the probable nominee for Gov- 
ernor. At the close of Mr. Cooper's address 
there was a universal call for McKinley, but 
that gentleman did not respond, and the con- 
vention resumed business. 

The Secretary, Henry Rehse of Cincinnati, 
then announced the committees. 

Resolutions were adopted expressing the 
sorrow of the convention at the death of 
Mrs. Hayes. The convention adjourned to 
10 a. m. tomorrow. The several committees 
are holding their meetings this eveuing. 

The general tendency of opinion is that 
Gov. Foraker will be renominated for a 
third term, although he has not distinctly 
avowed himself as a candidate. There are 
a number ot other candidates, among whom 
are Gen. Dawes of Marietta; 
R. P. Kennedy of the Eighth Congressional 
District; Gen. Jones of Youngstown; J. W.“ 
O'Neall of Levanon, O.; ex-Speaker Lamp- 
son, A. S. Bushnell of Spring fleid; Mr. Con- 
rad, and Wilson Vance. Gen. Kennedy, who 
has been considered the strongest opposition 
candidate to Gov. Foraker, is losing ground 
on account of the labor argument which is 
being used against him. ‘There isa disposs- 
tion to try and push McKinley tothe front 
in opposition to Foraker. 

At a meeting of the Committee on Perma- 
nent Organization tonignt W. C. Cooper was 
chosen Permanent Chairman, defeating Will- 
iam McKinley by a vote of 14 to 7. This is 
taken as the size of the Foraker strength in 
the orgayization. The platform was agreed 
upon in committee tonight, and it is ready 
for the finishing touches in the morning. 
There was no trouble or delay in its prepara- 
tion. 

The document is a reflex of Chairman 
Cooper’s speech before the convention. It 
will indorse the National and State Adminis- 
trations; commend the acts of the last Gen- 
eral Assembly; congratulate the country 
upon the restoration of the Republican party 
to power in both the executive and judicial 
departments of Government; reaffirm the 
principles of the National platform adopted 
at Chicago last year; declare in favor of pro- 
tection; favor a free and fair ballot in the 
South, and favor a fair representation in 
Congress from that section of the country. 


CLEARING THE JOHNSTOWN WRECK, 


Work Undertaken by the State Nearly Fin- 
is hed— Redueing the Rations. 
JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 25.— Seven bodies 
were recovered today. Col. Hill, Col. Span- 
gler, and Gen. Hastings today attended a 
meeting of the Citizens’ Committee for the 
purpose of consulting in regard to the clos- 
ing up of the work in the region. Gen. 
Hastings stated that the State work had so 
far progressed that be estimated the cleaning 
up of the débris, etc., in the Conemaugh 
above the stone bridge would be com- 
pleted by the end of this week, and that the 
work of cleaning of the streets and thor- 
oughfares in Johnstown would probably be 
completed within ten days. He stated fur- 
tner that the commissary department is at 
present supplying provisions to about 25,000 
people. It was recommended that all heads 
of families and single men earning wages 
should be discharged from relief and that 
the commissary stations be reduced to three 
or four. It was recommended that Saturday 
next the military force be reduced to 150 men. 
A citizens’ meeting was held later in the 
afternoon, at which a resolution was adopted 
to reduce the present distribution of supplies 
and to consolidate the commissaries and 
place them in charge of Capt. Koon. 
In response to a request sent by Gen. Hast- 
ings to the Pittsburg fire department two en- 
gines aud a hose cart arrived here tonight 
and will remain to meet any emergency.

CAPT. DAWSON’S SLAYER ON TRIAL. 


Testimony Against McDow at Charleston 
4 


— The French Maid’s Story. 

CHARLESTON, S. C., June 25.—The McDow 
trial was resumed this morning. The court- 
room was well filled and the popular interest 
unabated. John H. Deveraux, Henry Oliver, 
and Mike Hogan were examined by the 
State to establish McDow’s attempt to bury 
Capt. Dawson’s body after the shooting. 
The evidence on this point was overwhelm 
ing. The State thus far has established be- 
yond question the fact of the killing, the 
fact that McDow shot Dawson in the back, 
and the fact that he tried to bury the body. 

After the examination of Hogan today the 
French nurse of Capt. Dawson’s children, 
and the cause of the shooting, was put on the 
stand. She testified that she met McDow 
for the first time Feb. 1, and had almost daily 
interviews with him until the day of the 
shooting. She had an interview with him in 
Capt. Dawson’s library; also in an outhouse 
in Capt. Dawson’s yard. She had given and 
received books. McDow also gave her a gold 
watch. He had promised to get a divorce 
from his wife. Sue never permitted any im- 
propriety. 

The woman’s story was told without ex- 
citement. She shrugged her shoulders, as is 
usual with Frenchwomen, when she did not 
understand a question, but made a good im- 
pression by ber conduct on the stand. The 
case for the defense will be opened tomor- 
row, and perhaps McDow bimself will take 
the stand. The argument will probably not 
begin before Friday. 


MORE BLOODSHED LOOKED FOR. 


The Latest Texas Tragedy Causing Great 
Kxcitement—Troops Ordered Out. 

Austin, Tex., June 25.—The killing of Red 
G.bson at Wharton last Saturday by Kyle 
Terry bas stirred up bad blood in Wharton 
and Fort Rend Counties, and there are grave 
fears that the opposing factions will clash 
and blood be shed. The Governor last night 
receivea telegrams from Sheriff Garvey of 
Richmond, County Judge Weston, and Sher- 
iff Jones of Wharton County stating that a 
general fight was imminent and asking for 
the assistance of the State troops in disarm- 
ing the people. The exumining trial will be 
the 26th. A mob is seriously . and 
the prisoner’s life is in danger. The Gov- 
ernor has ordered the Victoria Rifles to 
Wharton and Capt. Jones’ Kangers to Rich- 
mond, Ine feud is a political one, but is not 
confined to Republicans on one side and 
Democrats on tne other. Terry is a son of 
Col. Terry of the famous Terry Rangers, and 
has a strong following.

| HORRORS OF THE STRIKE. 


MINERS AND THEIR FAMILIES ARE 
STARVING IN BRAIDWOOD. 


Scenes of Want and Wretchedness in Their 
Lowly Homes—The Hungry Without 
Food and the Sick Without Medicine— 
Trying to Support a Family on $15 a 
Month—The Situations at Streator and 
Brazil—Settlementa Expected Soon. 


- Brarwwoop, III., June 25.—[Special.]—To- | 


day was the time for the semi-weekly distri- 
bution of supplies to the starving miners of 
Braidwood, One hundrea and fifty heads of 
families, bésides women and children, were 
clustered about the miners’ committee room 
long before 8 o’clock, when the scanty sup- 
plies were to be given out. They were stolid- 
looking, most of them lethargic with despair. 
They squatted along the plank walk of the 
principal street of Braidwood in the blazing 
sun, smutted with coal, desperate, and stared 
anxiously at the door or stood four and five 
deep gazing ip at the windows of the com- 
mittee room. I made my way through them 
to the door. 

„Lady, is tnere anything for us today? I 
got nothing the Jast time and the children 
are starving; I can’t go back to them with 
nothing.”’ 

“TI don’t know; I'll see.” 

Inside a half-dozen men were 
the names. 

„One hundred and fifty-two names and 
just fifty pounds of meat to last until next 
Friday.“ I heard one say. 

There were a few barrels of crackers and 
some beans. Wilcox & Hyde of Joliet had 
sent 200 sacks of flour, but these were in 
charge of a Mr. Schenck, who it seemed was 
not working in harmony with the committee. 

I waited to see the wretched looking peo- 
vle supplied—some with a bag of crackers, 
another with a package of beans and a bit of 
salt pork—not one with sufficient food for 
one good meal, and this must keep large 
families alive until Friday. Some alter- 
wards gotasack of flour at the mill, some 
two, and many none at all. With twoor 
‘three committees at war with each other 
there is necessarily great confusion and in- 
equality in the giving out of supplies. To 
one who would see these people there would 
be no question of right und wrong, but 


figuring over 


only one of suffering. The impulse 
would be first to help and then 
philosophize over strikes and strikers. 


Tne inquiry would have to go no farther 
than to the wretched hovels of the unfortu- 
nate miners. I made a tour of their part of 
the town and saw a condition of things pro- 
duced only by months and years of à hand to 
hand struggie with poverty. Here were 
thousands of people who by the hardest kind 
of daily labor had never been abie to make 
more than a bare subsistence. That fact was 
patent on the face of things. Around most 
of the miserable houses was a garden plat, 
only lettuce, onions, and radishes being 
ready for use, and these in small quantities. 
A PICTURE OF POVERTY. 

Men rambled idly about the house—thin, 
ill-fed creatures, looking hopelessly out. 
Women sat idle, having nothing to occupy 
their hands, or cared for hungry, ragged 
children whom they could neither feed nor 
elothe. The floors were bare. Articies of 
furniture were few and cheap. There was 
absolutely nathing about the whoie wretched 
community with which to occupy mind or 
hands. There never had been anything— 
never any money except what was needed to 
satisfy the craving of hunger and furnish an 
insufficient covering for the body. 

Leaning over a fence Isaw a woman sur- 
rounded by a half-dozen children. This is 
the story she told me: 

“My husband has worked in the mines 
eighteen years and has never made enough 
to pay for this home and acre of ground he 
bought from the company. It is worth about 
$300, I think, and in all that time he could not 
pav it. We have seven children. One is 
sick now and hungry. My God—a sick child 
to go hungry! We cannot get medicines any 
more because the drugstores won’ttrust us.“ 

„Could you save nothing?” 

„Save!“ She laughed agen rao “My 
husband made $17 a month all this last year 
for nine people to live on. Only $200 in a 
year. Some of that we had to take in checks 
and trade out, and so get less. I have heard 
say that we don’t have to take the checks. 
Maybe we could starve instead. You see 
they doit this way: Before payday we nave 
nothing to eat. Then we go and get a 


check If we trade that out at the 
company’s. store we get the value 
of it, but if we go anvwhere else 


with it ten cents is taken off every dollar, 
because the company wou't redeem its own 
checks at full value. So you can get only 
90 cents’ worth for a dollar anywhere but at 
the company’s store. In that wav our in- 
come is reduced every month. I don’t be- 
lieve God will let us starve now, but the 
mine owners would. If we can live on less 
than we did before we can live on nothing.“ 

Entering another cottage that belonged 
to a decent, well-spoken Welshman, a 
woman was found in the last stages 
of consumption, lying on a bed 
as hardasaplark. A pitcher of lemonade 
had been sent in by a citizen of Braidwood, 
and besides this there was nothing to eat or 
drink in the house. There was only one 
child, a little girl.

would have kept at work.“ said the 
man, us long as she lived, but had to go 
out. My wife here has been sick two years, 
and for the last year I could not earn enough 
money to pay fora doctor or medicines. I 
have tried, and could earn only $15 a month. 
I came home and took care of her all night. 
If she had had proper food she might have 
lived, or at least died easy and comfortable.“ 

Did no neighbor bring anything!“ 

** What neighbor? Weare all alike. It’s 
a struggle for life or death with all of us. 
We cannot help each other. She wants a 
little cream. Five cents a day would buy all 
she could drink. I have tried for a year to 
buy a set of springs. only A, to put on her 
bed, and couldn’t do it.“ 

The same story everywhere. Here was a 
large family of children; here a man crip- 
— in the mines and helpless; here an old 
ather and mother to be cared for. Just 
such misfortunes as visit prosperous people, 
only here they were calamities. The colored 
peopie seemed the most destitute, if there 
are grades where all are hungry and naked. 
Who can be provident on nothing? There 
is a house that was soid for $16 taxes after 
the purchaser had paid for it by years of 
saving. 

These last few years were too much for 
him and he went under,” said my guide. 
Those cottages over there cost $200 to put 
up on a $0 lot, half acre, and rent for $a 
month. They are owned by the company. 
Pretty good profit.“ 

Do they own much property about here?“ 

About four square miles. You under- 
stand these houses all stand on their ground. 
They sell the surface for about $75 an acre to 
their miners and mine underneath if they 
want to. The surface is worthless—wiil 
hardly raise garden vegetabies, and if a 
miner leaves here he has to lose it because 
he can’t sell.“ 

The other side has been heard from and 
the public will form its own opinion of 
wherein ine fault lies; but, however that 
may be, here are thousands of helpless wom- 
en and children suffering for food. I have 
seen them crowding, ragged and hungry, 
about the committee room, where there was 
nothing to * I have seen a sick woman’s 
eyes stare in unbelief at an orange that was 


left to cool her parched lips, and a 
strong man weep over 50 cents to 
pay for medicine for a sick child. 


I have seen men and women and little chil- 
dren wait in line for hours for a sack of flour 
or a few pounds of beans only to move away 
in a dazed manner when told there was noth- 
ing for them. I shail see more of these 
things tomorrow. There are 300 families 
like these in the Braidwood mining district, 
and for more than half of these there is no 
heip except from Him who hears the cry of 
the ravens. Nora Marks.

The workof picking up coal from the roads 
is given to boys and superannuated miners, 
who are given thecoal for cleaning it up. 
The charge of introducing screens to reduce 
wages is equally untrue. Screens were in use 
here before the company came to Streator. 
The Chicago, Wilmington & Vermiilion Coal 
Company has.paid in Streator higher wages 
than have been paid in any competing coal- 
field in this State. Its mines are regarded as 
the most desirable to work in. 

‘ne miners of Streator are better off than 
those of otner fields. They are not suffering 
from such destitution as is reported else- 
where. For twelve years there has not been 
a suspension of work that could be called a 
strike until the present. When this com- 
pany bought out the original company that 
opened this coalfield the miners had just 
been defeated in astrike and were working 
for 75 cents per ton. The new company im- 


mediately gave notice of an advance 
to 90 cents per ton, and afterwards 
made an advance to 831 per ton. 


Since that time the price has gradually low- 
ered, but at all times the company has paid 
such prices as have enabied,its miners to 
earn the highest average wages paid in this 
region. It is not contended that 70 cents per 
ton is a sufficient price for coal mining. To 
correspond with the wages paid in other 
trades, mining in. Streator should command 
at least 81 per ton. The operators, however, 
say they cannot pay according to an ideal 
standard, but only what coal buyers will con- 
sent to let them. 


MEASURES OF RELIEF AT BRAZIL. 


The State Board of Charities Consults with 
the Miners— 1 Settlement Expected. 

Brazit, Ind., June 2.—[Special.|—The 
State Board of Charities, consisting of tne 
Rey. Oscar C. McCullough, Messrs. E. B. 
Martindale, John R. Elder, Alex. Johuson, 
and Mrs. W. A. Peel, all of Indianapolis, met 
with the block coal operators and miners here 
today. The proceedings were secret, but it 
is known no conclusion was reached. An 
adjournment was taken till tomorrow. A 
two bours’ conference was held with the 
operators alone this morning. A member of 
the board says the operators made a 
strong statement of their side of the 
case, and if they can convince the miners of 
the correctness of their figures the end is at 
hand. A two hours’ confereace with the 
miners was held this afternoon, foilowed by 
a joint sessiou lasting three hours. A full 
and frank discussion of the situation fol- 
lowed, at which it was apparent that the 
usually good feeling between the miners and 
operators had been somewhat strained of 
late—more, perhaps, by designing politicians 
than by any great difference or unfair ad- 


vantages sought. Tomorrow it is con- 
tidentiy expected that the end will 
be reached, and that the miners 


will accept the reduction asked. In the 
opinion of a member of the board but for 
outside interference and possibly because of 
a lack of a conciliatory spirit on the part of 
operators, the miners would doubtless have 
gone to work some days ago. The strike was 
declared May 18 against a reduction from 85 
to 70 cents a ton. The miners were poorly 
prepared for a strike and much destitution 
has been reported by their relief commit- 
tees. This in turn has been magnified until 
the public has been alarmed over a cry of 
starvation.

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CANADIAN PACIFIC'S COMPETITION. 


General Manager Towne of the Southern 
Pacific Writes an Upen Letter. 

San Francisco, Cal., June 25.—A. N. 
Towne, General Manager of the Southern 
Pacific Company, has supplemented his testi- 
mony, given recently before the United 
States Senate committee on relations with 
Canada, by an open letter to the committee 
as to the effect of the competition ot the 
Canadian Pacific Railway on American lines. 

Mr. Towne repeats the testimony he gave 
before the committee, citing the fact that 
the Canadian Pacific Road was built as a 
military line, and that, in addition to receiv- 
ing asubsidy of $25,000,000 and 700 miles of 
constructed railway, valued at $35,000,000, it 
is free from taxation, is protected by its 
charter from having auy rival parallel line, 
and has had donated to it 25,000,000 acres of 
land, together with water and dock privi- 
leges, making it the most valuable conces- 
sion ever granted by a constitutional gov- 
ernment. 

As the road is not subject to the Inter- 
State law Towne says it can name through 
rates to intermediate points on its lines, 
which American roads cannot do. 

Mr. Towne contends that a railroad sys- 
tem built by a foreign Power as a military 
measure and with the avowed object of pro- 
moting trade between the provinces of the 
country mat created it, by withdrawing their 
trade from the United States should not be 
favored where favors can be withheld. 
American carriers should be relieved of the 
onerous restrictions laid upon them by the 
tourt and fifth sections of the Inter-State 
Commerce law, so that they may not be de- 
nied any reasonable facility to enable them 
to contest their own ground against invading 
varriers.

Chauncey M. Depew Addresses the Law 
Graduates—Méeting of the Alumni. 

New Haven, Conn., June 25.—[Special. ]— 
Today was a busy day at Lale and was 
marked by an alumni meeting at which ad- 
dresses were given by a dozen graduates of 
1886. It was presided over by the Rev. 
Joseph W. Iwitchell of Hartford of the class of 
59, and many humorous and practical utter- 
ances were applauded. At noon Prof. Henry 
C. Wood, M. D., LL. D., of the University of 
Pennsylvania, delivered the annual address. 
He made a strong plea for educated and hon- 
orabie physicians and gave the quacks a 
thorough scoring. He said that the law 
ought not to permitany one to practice unless 
he was possessed at least of a thorough tech- 
nical education. 

The address of the Hon. Chauncey M. De- 
pew of New York to the graduating class of 


Was an earnest and practical one, delivered 
in Mr. Depew’s best vein. 

Since June, 1888, ninety-six deaths of Yale 
alumni have been reported, of which seven- 
ty-nine were in the academic department. 
The oldest.living graduate is Rev. Joseph D. 
Wickham of Manchester, vt., aged 92, of the 
class of 1815. 

In the course of his address to the law 
class Mr. Depew said: 

This is the only country in the history of the 
world where the courts pass upon and annul the 
acts of the Executive and leyisiative branches 
of the Government. The tyranny from which 
they suffered by the usurpations possibie under 
an unwritten Constitution led the American 
people to limit by specific grants the powers 
which they gave their rulers. The judgment that 
the law is unconstitutional paralyses both Pres- 
ident and Congiess. This idea is purely Ameri- 
can. The most original and creative enactment 
in the development of representative govern- 
ment is the law creating the Federal Judiciary. 
There were no precedents to guide its framer, 
and his success was due not so much to his vast 
learning as to his having absorbed the spirit of 
American liberty. This majestic system enters 
upon its second century with unequaled lustre, 
dignity, and power, under the statutes almost 
unchanged which created it. 

The Republic has passed through grave crises 
and solved great problems. A people who could 
successfully grapple with the vast property and 
political interests involved in slave ownership 
and by peaceful legislation and stern adminis- 
tration of the laws reach and extirpate the crime 
of polygamy ina povulous community, wedded 
to the practice by the power of unbridled pas- 
sions and religious fanaticism, have demonstrat- 
ed to an extraordinary degree the faculty for 
government. But questions of more universal 
moment will arise, and they will require all 
your wisdom, patriotism, and courage. We are 
at present sailing upon tranquil seas, with no 
clouds above the horizon and no warnings from 
the barometer. It is at such times that the pru- 
dent and experienced navigator hopes for the 
best and prepares for the worst.

PLEASED WITH ABITA SPRINGS, 


Stevenson and Mike Donovan Looking for 
a Fighting Ground in Louisiana. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., June 25.— [Special. —Frauk 
Stevenson and Prof. Mike Donovan. representa- 
tives of Jake Kilrain, the pugilist, who have been 
intrusted with the selection of the ground for the 
fight July 8, reached Pearl River Station on the 
New Orleans & Northeastern Railroad: at 10 
o’clock this morning. Pat Kenrick, the well 
known local lightweight, and Bud Renaud, rep- 
resenting the sporting fraternity of this city, 
met Messrs. Stevenson and Donovan as they 
alighted from the train and escorted them to 
Abita Springs, a summer resort on the East 
Louisiana Uroad about sixty-eight miles 
from New Orleans.

The second regular day of the Washington 
Park meeting was favored with fine weather and 
a fast track and the six events on the card fur- 
nished intensely interesting sport for the 6,000 
persons present.

There were only three starters in the first 
event, adash of a mile and a sixteenth, and 
Long Dance. the second choice, beat the favor- 
ite, Duke of the Highlands. Wagram was not 
considered by speculators, who were pretty even- 
ly divided as to the merits of the othertwo. Six 
maiden 3-year-olds ran in the second race, and 
the California colt Robin Hood won, Logic, the 
seventeen hands high son of Longfellow, being 
the competing animal at the finish. They were 
nearly equal in public esteem, post odds against 
them being 6 to5 the winner and 8 to 5 the second. 
The surprise of the afternoon was the defeat of 
Amos McCampbell’s grand filly Flyaway, in the 
Lakeside Stakes, Hardy Durham's filly Daisy 
F., with a concession of five pounds, winning by 
a neck and shoulders from tne flying daughter of 
George Kinney. The time was 1:014, a remark- 
able performance, as the winner carried 112 
pounds and the second 117. Half a dozen fillies 
outran Flyaway in the first quarter, but she 
came home strong and was outspeeding the win- 
ner at the finish. Five strides more would have 
given her the lead. The public picked out the 
two best and backed them strongly, little atten- 
tion being paid to any of the others. Amos Me- 
Campbell backed his filly lavishly, while Daisy 
F. was liberally supported. After the race Amos 
said: “They killed me.” Stoval said the filly 
did not have her usual speed. When asked why 
he dropped back after away in the front rank he 
answered: “She was outrun and couldn't stay 
up there. Iwas punching her all the time and 
she couldn't run at all, no part of the road.“

WHAT ANNEXATION STANDS FOR. 

To the suburban taxpayer annexation 
stands for economy in expenditures and sim- 
plicity in government. It stands for one tax- 
ing body instead of many, one lawmaking 
power instead of two or more. It stands for 
lower taxes and for better results accom- 
plished with those lessened taxes. it stands 
for the abolition of useless boards, trustees, 
superintendents, clerks, and officers. 

If a man owns property in Chicago he 
knows that all his taxes, except for State and 
county purposes and the small contributions 
he makes for the parks, are levied by the 
Council alone. From the proceedings of that 
body he can learn what is demanded of his 
purse. If he pays taxes in Lake View he 
does so in a so-called city which is also di- 
vided into five school districts, each of which 
can tax to the full extent of the law. The 
little City Council cau tax him 2 per cent on 
the value of his property and the school 
trustees can tax him as much. He has, then, 
two sets of tax-eaters to look after instead of 
one. If he lives in Hyde Park he lives in a 
village divided into eleven independent 
school district municipalities; if in Lake, in 
one which is divided into fourteen. The 
Trustees of each of these little principalities 
can tax a man and run him in debt just as 
much as the Town or Village Trustees can 

do it. 

Chicago, with over 800,000 people, has one 
School Board of fifteen members. Lake 
View, Hyde Park, and Lake, with 200,000 
people, have thirty School Boards with over 
100 members. Each of these litile boards 
must have its own set of officers, its subordi- 
nates and hangers-on. Each has itsown pet 
contractors, for whose benefit it must order 
the building and then the remodeling and 
repairing of school-houses. 
for whom places must be made and salaries 
created. Sometimes these boards have been 
honest and extravagant; oftener they have 
been dishonest and extravagant. 

This splitting up of responsibility has nat- 
urally led to mismanagement and corruption. 
There has rarely been an efficient public su- 
pervision of these petty municipalities. 
Trustees once firmly fixedin their places 
have been able to stay there in spite of their 
wastefulness and their thefts. Read the 
stories told a few years ago about the majority 
of the Lake School Boards and see how im- 
possible it is that such things should happen 
in this city. The difference between city and 
suburban rings has long been that while the 
former plundered corporations the latter 
plundered the taxpayers. Thence it comes 
that taxes are so much higher in the suburbs 
than in the city and that they are so dishon- 
estly expended. 

Annexation stands for lower taxes, for bet- 
ter and cheaper water, for better organized 
and less expensive schools, for protection 
against fire, for an improved postal service, 
for a larger police force, for cheaper gas and 
better lighted streets, for lower insurance 
rates, for tte benefits of a public library, for 
sewers, paved streets, and sidewalks at fig- 
ures much below those now paid, and for the 
removal of a horde of petty leeches, vam- 
pires, and pap-suckers who have been prey- 
ing on them. To secure these things, which 
most men would think were worth the labor 
of months and years, all the voters of the 
suburbs have to do is to go to the polls Satur- 
day and vote the ticket which reads 
„For Annexation ’’—‘*‘ only that and nothing 
more.“ 


JUDGE COOLEY ON PROPORTIONAL RATES. 

From the time the Inter-State act was 
framed railroad officials have never ceased 
to claim that properly interpreted it wouid 
require joint through rates to be the sum of 
the local charges on the different roads con- 
nected so as to form a single long distance 
route. They have insisted on this interpreta- 
tion not Pecause it would do the railroad any 


much hardship on the public as to provoke a 
reaction and insure the unconditional repeal 
of the law. Judge Thayer’s recent decision 
was seized upon as sustaining this interpreta- 
tion of the law, although, as THe Trinune 
promptly demo nstrated, a correct analysis of 
the ruling showed it to mean the contrary. 
Judge Cooley in a letter to Chairman Bianch- 
ard makes the following statement, which 
ought to be conclusive as to this matter: 


The commission has repeatedly held that it 
is not necessary that the proportion a railroad 
shall consent to receive of a through rate should 
be the same as its local rate for transportation 
over an identical line. It is fully impressed that 
the proper transaction of the business of the 
country compels the acceptance in a great many 
cases, and perhaps generally, of a less sum as 
the proportion of a through rate than is charged 
as a local rate, and that any ruling that the two 
must be identically the same would be as unfort- 
unate to the commercial interests of the coun- 
try as it would be to the railroads themseives. 


To this it 1s only necessary to add the dec- 
laration of Judge Thayer that while a differ- 
ence may be made in charges on through and 
local shipmgnts it must be reasonable. The 
privilege of making a difference cannot be 
exercised arbitrarily and with the result of 
establishing unreasonable discriminations 
between places or sections, and tne dispari- 
ties must be no greater than the conditions 
ana circumstances will warrant. The luw 
provides no rigid, impracticable system, but 
allows for all needed flexibility in the adjust 
ment of rates. 

To make joint through rates equal to the 
sum of the local charges of the constituent 
lines would practically forbid the movement 
ot low-priced freight between the Mississippi 
Valley and the seaboard. Only exceptionaliy 
valuable freight could stand such a rate of 
charges, and, fortunately, a difference can 
be made in favor of long distance transporta- 
tion which is only fair toward such traffic 
and not an unjust discrimination against 
local business. Through shipments can be 
handled at less expense ana the roads can 
afford to carry part of their traffic for a little 
more than movement expenses without earn- 
ing anything for dividends or interest on 
bonds, although it would bankrupt them to 
apply that rule to all their freight. A dif- 
ference may be made in favor of through 
business, which is only just, but nothing can 
warrant such excessive disnarities as have 
been made against Chicago in favor of East- 
erm merchants on trafic to St. Paul and Min- 
neapolis, The competition of the northern

Any reasonable ditf- 
ference will be justified, but the railroad of- 
ficials will never find an unpacked jury to 
declare that the discriminations maintained 
recently against Chicago are reasonable. 


CHICAGO AND SUBURBAN TAXATION. 

Of the *many absurd arguments urged by 
the office holding “antis” of Lake, Lake 
View, and Hyde Park against annexation the 
tax argument is the most absurd. There is 
neitner reason nor justice, sense nor senti- 
ment init. It is really the most powerful 
one in the interest of annexation. Yet the 
„Buck“ McCarthys, Boldenwecks, Popes, 
Jobs, and other antis continue to tell their 
constituents and their following that annex- 
ation to Chicago means increased taxation, 
heavier fiscai burdens, and wasteful ex- 
penditure. 

Look the facts and figures squarely in the 
face. They will not lie. They vrove be- 
yond possibility of contradiction that subur- 
ban taxpayers have to pay from 50 to 75 per 
cent more than the Chicago taxpayers. Let 
us take the case of the Town of Lake under 
the beneficent rule of the trlangle,“ of 
which *Buck” McCarthy is the hypote- 
nuse, and compare its tax rate with that of 
Chicago as set forth in the County Clerk’s 
records. While the tax m the Stock-Yards 
school district (that adjoining Chicago) is at 
the rate of $7.11 per $100 of assessment, tne 
rate of taxation in the South Town of Chi- 
cago adjoining is but $5.23 per $100 of assess- 
ment. It must be remembered in connection 
with this fact that out of the $5.23 tax of the 
South Town of Chicago sewers are built, 
water mains laid, and other improvements 
of alike character carried on. In the Town 
of Lake all those~things Lave to be paid for 
by special assessment. The Chicago tax also 
includes the half mili tax for library pur- 
poses. If from the Chicago tax were de- 


ducted the amounts paid for work of the. 


character done in Lake by special assess- 
ment and the library tax the rate would not 
excced A. 50 per $100 of assessment. In the 
case of the Englewood district the tax rate 
is still higher than in the Stock-Yards region. 
The rate there 1s $7.84 per $100 of assessment. 
Now let any reasonable man compare these 
figures setiing forth the tax rates in the two 
largest districts of * Buck”? McCarthy’s town 
and ia the South Town of Chicago and ask 
himself the question: Why not favor annex- 
ation!

But Buck“ McCarthy and the other fel- 
lows of the triangle will say, We have our 
own Assessor in Lake and he makes assess- 
ments more reasonable than the Chicago 
man does.“ Admitting this, it must be re- 
membered that under the annexauon law 
Lake will continue to elect its Assessor inde- 
pendently of Chicago. There will be no 
change, therefore, in the policy of assess- 
ments. 

The Lake people by joining Chicago will 
pave the way fora 50 ver cent reduction of 
taxes at the least. And what is true of Lake 
is also true of Lake View. The rate of as- 
sessmentin North Chicago adjoining Lake 
View is $5.94 per 8100.“ The rate in tne Lake 
View district adjoining Chicago is $8.74 per 
$100. Deducting the special improvement 
and library tax from the rate for North 
Chicago the rate would be about 88. The 
Lake View rate is therefore 75 per cent 
higher than the rate in Chicago. And yet 
Lake View has unwholesome water, a de- 
crepit police force, a paralyzed fire brigade. 
it has nothing to show for its taxes but 
Mayor Boldenweck and a big debt. 

In detail the rates in Lake View and in 
North Chicago may be compared through the 
following table: 


North Chicago $5.00 per $100 assessment 
Lake View (District ).. 8.72 per $100 assessment 
Lake View (Ruvens-

Every improvement made in Lake View is 
by special assessment. After annexation 
Lake View wouid continue to elect its As- 
sessor ana other town officers as heretofore. 

Even in Hyde Park, whero affairs aré 
much more economically managea than in 
Lake or in Lake View, the rate of taxation is 
higher than in Chicago. In the centre dis- 
trict cho rate is $5.41 as compared with $5 in 
Chicago. in Oakland the rates are $5.67 and 
$5.85 (there are two school districts), in 
South Chicago the rate is $6.65, and in model 
Pullman it runs up to $7.70! 

These are incontrovertible facts. How do 
the antis“ propose to get around them? Do 
they think that the people are so dull and 
fat-witted as to believe their lying state- 
ments in the place of these figures? The 
count of the votes Saturday will disabuse the 
minds of the Boldenwecks, “ Buck “ McCar- 
thys, Jobs, Peases, and Popes on these 
points. . 


SOME EVIDENCES OF DEMOCRATIC COR- 
RUPTION. 

Give the Democratic party of New York 
State half a chance and it will always de- 
clare itself on the side of fraud and corrup- 
tion in elections as against honesty. The 
same charge might be brought against the 
Democratic party all over the country, but 
the average New York Democrat can give 
the others points in election villainy. Three 
prominent illustrations of this tendency have 
recently occurred. First, there was the Gov- 
ernor’s open and unbiushing veto of the 
Saxton bill to secure electoral reform, which 
needs no comment. The second case con- 
cerns election outrages which have no paral- 
lel outside of Yazoo or Conway County. In 
April last, at the local election in Watervliet, 
Albany County, the polling-place in the eley- 
enth district of the town was invaded by a 
squad of Democratic policemen from Albany, 
sent there by the Democratic machine in 
the latter city. Everything was quiet at 
the precinct, but the Democratic thugs 
deliberately drove out the Republican ofti- 
clais and turned the ballot-boxes over to the 
Democratic inspectors, who allowed the Re- 
publican candidate for Supervisor but eighty- 
seven votes, and some thirty other Repub- 
licans but forty-six votes each, thus carrying 
the election for the Democrats. Two hun- 
dred and seven citizens of Watervliet at 
once came forward and made affidavit that 
they voted for the Republican candidates, 
and upon the strength of this sworn testi- 
mony the grand jury of Aibany County was 
asked to indict the men who committed the 
assauit and stole the suffrage. That grand 
jury, composed of Democrats selected by a 
Democratic Sheriff at the bidding of the boss 
of the Democratic machine, with the testi- 
mony before them unchallenged in any way, 
failed to find any indictment against the po- 
litical desperadoes!

In January last the Reform Club of New 
York laid before him definite charges that 
six prominent politicians in New York had 
been guilty of bribing voters, accompanied 
by positive evidence.

Nearly four months have passed and the Dis- 
trict Attorney has not taken and refuses to 
take a/step to bring them totrial.

With a Democratic Governor trampling upon

The 
old soidiers of the Republic have also always 
had a high regard for her, growing out of the 
active interest she has manifested in their 
behaif. The ex-President will have the sym- 
patsy of the whole Nation in his sorrowful 
bereavement.

OnE of the strongest arguments in favor of 
annexation is that it will wipe out the petty 
plundering school boards of the suburban towns.

McCarthy & Co. next November. And that costs 
money. If defeat should meet the annexstion- 
ists in the fall the struggle will be renewed in 
the following spring. Have Messrs. Sherman & 
Co. considered this matter? 


A NUMBER of men at the Stock-Yards are 
fighting annexation because they can control the 
Assessor of the Town of Lake and to some ex- 
tent the illegal and unconstitutional Town Board. 
If they control the Assessor the small property- 
owners must suffer. If the inequality of assess- 
ment is in their favor, then it must be against 
the humble property-owner. If the public taxes 
are expended by the Town Board so as to favor 
these men, then this favor must be extended at 
the expense of the lot and cottage owners, who 
form the bulk of the pepulation of the town. 
The lot-owners and cottage-dwellers should 
make a note of that and vote accordingly next 
Saturday.

The Philade!phia Female Poisoner Meets 
Death Unflinchingty. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 25.—Mrs. Sarah 
Jane Whiteling was hanged this morning in 
the corridor of the county prison. The drop 
feli at 10:07 o’clock and the body was lowered 
aud removed at 10:41. The woman’s bearing 
throuchout the terrible ordeal was a remark- 
able exhibition of fortitude and resignation 
toher fate. During the morning she never 
for a moment showed tne slightest evidence 
of weakness, and frequently expressed her 
pleasure at the prospect of meeting her 
husband and chiidren.”’ She has at no time 
shown anv evidence of an unsound mind. 
Shortly before 6 o’clock this morning she 
ate a hearty breakfast. She was joined by 
her spiritual adviser, the Rev. Wiiliam D. 
Jones of the Scott Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and Samuel Kehr, her under- 
taker, who is aiso a local Methodist preacher. 
At 10 o’ciock the condemned woman was 
brought from the cell. and Sheriff Krummb- 
haar and Prison Physician Paxson headed the 
procession to the scaifold. Arriving at the 
scaffold she ascended the ten or_w dozen 
steps unassisted. The Sheriff's deputies 
placed a leather strap around her skirts at 
the ankles and shackled her hands, the con- 
demned woman meanwhile with uplifted eyes 
repeating a prayer delivered by the Rev. Mr. 
Jones, The black cap was then adjusted and 
the trap sprung. ine fall was about five 
feet and the physicians stated that death 
was instantaneous. The body was turned 
over to Dr. Alice Bennett of the Norristown 
Hospital for the Insane for an examination 
of the brain, after which the body wili be 
given to Undertaker Kenr for burial oy the 


side of the murdered husband and children. 


The crime for which Mrs. Whiteling suf- 
fered was the poisoning of her husband and 
two children with arseric for the purpose of 
securing the small insurance whi:h she car- 
ried on each of their lives. The insurance 
on all their lives amounted to $399,

WHY POSTMASTERS ARE REMOVED. 


the 


Changes in the Department Made Solely 
for the Good of the Service. 

New York, June 2.—The Mail and Express 
tonight printsa long ioterview with Post- 
master General Wanamaker, The following 
is a por uon of it: 

“ Why are removals made so rapidly!“ 

“They are not made rapidly. The daily 
changes going on in acity of 59,000 inhab- 
itants are many; and if our Postmasters 
were all put together in a city they would 
make a city of ttiat size. There wauld be 
deaths and resignations, necessary removals 
and expiratons of terms of service that 
would naturally require many hundreds of 
new appointments every week.“ 

But there is a great deal of criticism be- 
cause of removals.”’ 

“Yes, it always has been so, and always 
will be until 1t becomes the custom of the 
Government to publish the actual reasons 
for these changes, In many instances they 
are upon inspectors’ reports, which, if pub- 
lished, would destroy the future of the mun 
and leave a shadow upon bis famiiy. There 
has been often much criticism, simply be- 
cause of the politics involved, when the 
cause of the removal has been drunkenness, 
neglect of duty, and unfitness. It frequentiv 
comes to our knowledge that Postmasters are 
suying that they do not expect to remain 
long, and itis po matter of interest to tncm 
to attend any longer to the office. In some 
cases Postmasters have returned to their 
business occupations and aliowed their of- 
fices to drift. It would seem to be better for 
the good of the people if these people would 
resign instead of waiting to be removed by 
the department. The people who are draw- 
ing their pay from tne Government ought 
to be compelled to give faithful service or re- 
sign,’ 


AMONG THE MICHIGAN GOLD MINES. 


Operations in the Northern Peninsula— \ 
Rich Pocket in the Michigan Shaft. 

Isurruixd, Mich., June 25.—[Special.|— 
The assessment of 10 cents a share on the 
capital stock of the Superior Gold & Silver 
Company falls due June 29—Saturday of this 
week—and as soon as the money isin the 
treasury the new mill will be ordered. Pre- 
vious to that a mill test of fifty to 100 tons of 
average rock from the Sec. 33 prospect of the 
Superior will be made at the Ropes Mill. 

The Supreme Court of the State has ap- 
parently no intention of deciding the Mich- 
igan Gold Company’s suit before winter. 
Owing to the delay of the Supreme Court 
this magnificent property is practically lying 
idle, only three men being at work on it. 
These men struck another chimney or 
pocket of mass gold seventy-five feet east 
of the main shaft,on the same vein, last 
Taursday. The quartz taken from this pock- 
et at a depth of only six feet from surface is 
fully as rich as any previously found, the 
gold standing out from the rock in nuggets 
the size of peas. The quartz has been brought 
to the vaults of the Cleveland lron-Miuin 
Company in this city for safe keeping. Until 
the Supreme Court renders a decision noth- 
ing can be done in the way of milling the rich 
rock of the Michigan. 

The Lake Superior Iron Company has re- 
centiy doubled the force of miners at work 
in its gold shaft on the 40-acre tract just west 
of the Michigan. Iwelve miners are at work 
in this shaft. which is now over 100 feet in 
Several rich pockets of aurifecrous 
quartz have been encountered and worked 
out, but the local representatives of the 
company are close-moutned, and nothing can 
be learned from them regarding the inten- 
tions of the management. 


WORK OF THE MICHIGAN SOLONS, 


A Bill to Inerease the Taxation of Rail- 
roads Killed—Leg'islative Notes, 

LansineG, Mich., June 25.—[Special.]—The 
Huebner bill, which preposed to vastly in- 
crease the taxation of the railroads by im- 
posing aspecific tax on their rolling stock 
and a tax on all their other property in the 
same manner as that imposed on private 
property, was killed in the House tonight, it 


being indefinitely postponed. 

Both Houses agreed to the bill creating a 
State Boara of Arbitration to adjust labor 
troubles. The board is to consist of three 
members to be appointed by the Governor, 
and they are to receive 6 per day for actual 
service. They are given power to issue sub- 
poenas for witnesses and to compei the pro- 
duction of books the same as a court of 
record. : 

Both Houses also passed a bill directing 
the consolidation of Saginaw and East 
Saginaw under the name of the City of Sagi- 
naw. The new city will be the third largest 
in the State. The consolidation act takes 
effect ninety days after the end of the legis- 
lative session. Another consolidation bili 
uniting the Towns of Au Sable and Oscoda 
into the City of Au Sable failed to pass the 
Senate. 

A bill requiring the licensing of pawn- 
brokers passed tne House, as did also a bill 
regulating the employment of children and 
women in factories and mercantile estab- 
lish ments. om 

The Senate bill providing forimprisonment 
for evading the Sunday Observance law was 
killed by the House. Both branches agreed 
to suspend ali business except the signing of 
bills next Friday and to adjourn July 3.

HARD JUB FOR THE TUGS. 


THE INTERMEDIATE CAISSON TOWED 
INTO POSITION AND SUNK, 


The Difficult Work Performed Without Ac- 
cident and in a Satisfactory Way—The 
Old Schooner Norma Broken Up on the 
Shore Near Muskegon—Divergent Views 


Regarding Ore Freights—What a Ma- 
rine Lawyer Had Learned About Sailors’ 


Testimony. 

What looked like the Leaning Tower of Pisa 
afloat was pulled off the muddy bottom of Light 
house Slip yesterday afternoon and soon after- 
ward started on a voyage out into the lake. It 
wus the intermediate caisson to support the 
shaft between the shore works and the new 
Water-Works crib. It was an eight-sided affair, 
about seventy-five feet across. A slight leakage 
gave it some list, and a more unwieldy thing to 
tow tugs seldom encountered. 

Gen. Fitz-Simons was aboard the Dunham tug 
A. Miller and superintended operations. The 
progress was slow, the tugs’ lines occasionally 
parting under the heavy strain. Tne lake was 
as calm as a mill-pond. At 6 o'clock the buoy 
placed by the engineer over the spot where the 
shaft was to be sunk was reached. Anchors 
were then put out and water let in gradually, 
The big caisson sunk into her exact location 
without trouble and as easily as could be. Two 
canalbouts, loaded, had been brought slong and 
their cargoes were emptied between the sides of 
the caisson and the shaft to give it stability. 
About four feetof the structure projects above 
water, and it will be properly lighted to keep ves- 
sels from running into it. Its location is about 
two and one-halt miles directly of Hubbard 
court in thirty-seven feet of water. 

Tunis caisson is purely to aid in the construc 
tion of the tunnel to the new Water-Works crib 
and will be blown up with dynamite as soon as 
that work is completed. Holes for the dynamite 
were made when the caisson was under construc- 
tion.

His Rrother Physicians Think His Days 
Nearly Numbered—Some of His Services 
to Chicago—President Billings of the 
People’s Gas Company Waxes Wroth— 

Mrs. Vieck’s Lawyer Replies to C. M. 
Hardy Annual Picnic of Chicago Walfs. 


The public, no less than the friends of Dr. 
Joseph P. Ross, A. M., of Rush Medical College, 
will be pained to learn that disease has probably 
put an end to his labors. The distinguished phy- 

_sician is suffering from softening of the brain in 
its advanced stages, and his brother physicians 
believe his days are nearly numbered. As long 
ago as last December his friends began to notice 
an impairment of memory, which grew rapidly 
to be quite apparent. The names of the princi- 

pal drugs and medicines and their doses 
used in. his prescriptions in general practice 
were the first to slip from his 
grasp and he was compelled to carry a memo 
randum book to remedy this impairment of 
memory. Later his oldtime fluency as a lecturer 
in the class-room began to forsake him. He lost 
the power of continuity of thought and discourse, 
and in the class-room would wander from the 
subject of his lecture to some othertheme. This 
could not escape the observation of those who 

knew him, because perhaps no man in the fac- 
ulty of the college kept a cioser grasp on his 
subject in his class-room lectures. He was ad- 
vised by his friends to try complete rest for a 
time, and at their solicitations he made a trip to 
Europe. After some months abroad he returned 
home, and shortly afterward went South, re- 
muining there some weeks. He failed to receive 
the benefits hoped for from travel. He steadily

It is understood that there is a tacit agreement 
between the three firms affected by the strike 
that they shall see the fight brought to a finish 
favorable to them. 

D. V. Purington of the firm of Purington & 
Kimbell says enough of his men have signified 
their willingness to go to work to give him an 
adequate force, and he expects to resume opera- 
tions in afew days. When he does so it will be 
under the old agreement. Purington & Kimball 
will pay all hands in full tomorrow or next day. 
Mr. Purington is confident that so far he has the 
best of the strike. He thinks the men are tired 
of the strike, and that it was incited by a few 
agitators who keep up the work because they 
are paid to do so. A prominent North Side 
manufacturer, whose men struck for and ob- 
tained eight hours some time ago, says those 
who are not immediately connected with the 
present strike are watching its progress with a 
great deal of interest. It the strikers win,“ he 
said yesterday at the Builders’ Exchange, it 
means that the employés of every yard will de- 
mand the same terms, while if the manufact- 
urers Win it is probable all others will insist on 
ten hours’ work, as formerly.“ 


LOUKED GREAT ON PAPER, 


Hale Outrivaied Col. Sellers—His 

Shady Stock Manipulations. 

Dr. William H. Hale, President of the Health 
and Home Company, was put on trial before a 
jury and Judge Blodgett in the Federal Court 
yesterday on an indictment charging him with 
using the mails to obtain money on false pre- 
tenses. Hale isa small man with an oily tongue 
and good clothes, who lives in a large, fine house 
at Wabash avenue and Twenty-third street. He 
there publishes a monthly paper called Health 
and Home. Jan. 1, 1887, he formed the Health 
and Home Publishing Company.“ with an 
alleged capital stock of $500,000—50,000 shares 
at $10 per share. From January to August last, 
when he was arrested, he had induced about 500 
peopie in all parts of the country to take stock 
in the company, through printed circulars, which 
he seat through the maiis. These representations 
were that the company paid a dividend of 40 per 
cent per annum; that tne paper had a circula- 
tion of 101,000 copies per month; that the sub- 
scription account amounted to 356,000, less 50 per 
cent for commissions; that the company owned 
$5,760 worth of real estate; had $41,040.98 in- 
bills receivable and securities, and sundry ac- 
counts of $6,555. On these representations a 
great many women took stock, one lady in Iowa 
subscribing for $1,000 wortn of it. The Govern- 
ment claims that the statements of Hule were 
nearly ali false. He is said to be the com- 
pany.’ and Assistant District Attorney Harris 
alleged that he did not own over $,000 worth of 
property at the outside. Of the $41,000 of bills 
receivable, securities, etc., $39,000 is in Califor- 
nia and Colorado mining stocks. Mr. Harris 
submitted a wagon load of stock certificates 
found in Hale's possession, end several post- 
office mspectors were detailed to ascertain 
whether they had any value, and will report to 
the court today. On cross-examination Dr. Hale 
said he could not remember how much money 
the company had or how many dividends it paid.

The physicians are greatly puzzled as to the 
exact nature ofthe poison which caused the 
death of little Alice Dickey.

The autopsy showed exactly the same condition 
of the mucous membrane of the stomach as if the 
patient had died from typhoid-fever or cholera.

NEWS FROM SUBURBAN TOWNS, 


Jeffersou. 

At an all-night's session of the Board of Trus- 
tees Monday night the two railroad ordinances, 
over which there has been so much wrangling, 
were finally adopted by a majority vote. One of 
these ordinances provides for the construction of 
a railroad to be known as the Junction Raul- 
way,” from Montrose Junction, on the Wiscon- 
sin Division of the Chicago & Northwestern, 
northeasterly through parts of Sec. 16, 10, 3, and 
2to tne north townline; thence through Niles to 
a point on the Milwaukee Division of the Chica- 
go & Northwestern at or near North Evanston. 
This road will be built this year, material being 
now on the ground. It is understood that the 
road is being built by the Northwestern Road for 
the benetit of its freight traffic, the intention 
being to send all freight shipped to Milwaukee 
and points beyond, as well as that from those 

oints, by way of this road through Montrose. 
Fals will leave the main tracks of the Milwau- 
kee Division of the road as far north as Evans- 
ton free to the suburban and other passenger 
traffic of the road. The ordinance, however, 
provides that two passenger trains daily shall be 
run each way and others when warranted by the 
patronage. 

The other ordinance provides for the construc- 
tion of a road from a point on the C., M. & St. 
Paul Road at or near Cragin northerly to the 
county institutions at Dunning, thence easterly 
to Forest Glen and Bowmansvilie, thence souther- 
ly along the North Branch of the Chicago River 
to ajunction with the Chicago & Northwestern 
Road near Deering. This ordinance also pro- 
vides for two passenger trains daily each way, 
though the road is not expecte’t to be completed 
and in operation before the end of two years. 

The board, in anticipation of annexation, let 
contracts foralarge number of improvements 
on roads and streets and the construction ofa 
number of approaches to bridges,

Important Questions to Be Discussed, 

An attempt will be made at a meeting of the 
Joint Committee of the Trunk Line and Central 
Traffic Association in New York today to bring 
about an advance in dressed beef rates, Chicago 
to New York, from 45 cents per 100 pounds to 50 
cents. The contracts made some time 175 by 
the Wabash Western (Niagara Falls Short Line), 
which it is claimea prevented the maintenance 
of a higher rate than 45 cents, will expire July 2, 
and it is believed by some of the trunk line 
people that the road can be induced to join in an 
advance of the rate. It is not probable. how- 
ever, that these expectations will be realized. 
The Wabash Western people are unalterably op- 
posed to joining the Central Traffic Association, 
and, besides, it is understood that the company, 
together with one or two other east-bound 
lines, is pledged to the shippers not to 
advance the dressed beef rate above the 45 cent 


basis, and in consideration of this the shippers 


pledgea themseives to give those roads tne bulk 
of their business, and in case the other lines 
should reduce the rate below 30 cents they need 
not go below 30 cents and still would get the 
business. 

Another important question to be considered 
will be in regard to mileage on private stock and 
refrigerator cars. An effort will be made to stop 
paying mileage for such cars and to require the 
railroads themselves to furnish them. It is 
claimed that the firms who furnish these private 
stock and refrigerator cars are making big 
money at the three-quarter of a cent per mile 
allowed for their use, and that this money ought 
to go into the treasuries of the roads instead of 
the pockets of private individuals. 


Western Rate Complications. 

It is the opinion that the reduced commodity 
rates established by the Burlington & Nortnern 
between Chicago and St. Paul and Minneapolis 
will have to be applied on the same articles to 
competing points in Iowa and as far West as the 
Missouri River. The Iowa roads were anxious to 
keep these low commodity rates out of lowa and 
Missouri River points, but owing to the prema- 
ture publication of the Burlington tariff, which 
virtually dictatesthe rates to the other lines, it 
is not believed that they can do so. The de- 
cision of Judge Cooley, published yesterday, 
which says the railroads are likely to come 
in conflict with the law by making different tariffs 
on through and local business between the seme 
points, will tend to bring about an abrogation of 
all proportional tariffs from Chicago to Western 
points. A meeting of the managers of the West- 
ern and Northwestern roads has been culled for 
next Friday to consider the situation and take 
such action as the situation demands, and at the 
same time avoid a too serious reduction in local 
rates. 


St. Paul Offices Coming to Chicago. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 2.—([Special.]—The 
announcement is made that the general freight 
and passenger departments of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul Railway will be removed to 
Chicago in a short time. President Miller and 
the chiefs of the traffic department of the road 
are authority for the statement. The a has 
become absolutely necessary. Near! the 
lines closely associated with the St. Paul Rail 
way have their general offices in Chicago, and it 
is there that the Western Freight Association, 
Western State Passenger Association. and the 
Inter-State Railway Association nold their meet- 
ings, The St. Paui has to be represented at the 
meetings, one or another of which is generally 
being held, and the officers of the road have been 
losing u t deal of valuable time traveling 
between Chicago and Milwaukee. The removal 
will not be made until September. 


Ticket Scalpers at Work.

SULLIVAN'S OPPONENT IN TRAINING 


AT DRUID BILL, un. 


How He Is Getting ia Readiness for the 


Great “Scrap” of July 8—Punching the 
Bag, Ranoning, and Sparring with Char- 
ley Mitchell—The Dally Program—His 
Confidence iv the Outcome of the Battle 
— What His Trainer Thinks. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 35.—[Special.]—Jake 
Kilrain is training at Druid Hill, near Balti- 
more, under the charge of Charley Mitchell. The 
latter says that the place is not a bad one to 
train in, but that it is a bit too near town. 
Though Mitchell is not in training he takes al- 
most as much exercise 
as Kilrain does. This 
makes Kilrain go at his 
work more cheerfully 
than he would if he 
were alone, and there is 
a sort of friendly rivalry 
about it.

(ZA that he takes that would 
indicate that he is going 
to fight is hitting the 
ball. This he does ina 
little building just back 
of the hotel. It used to be a barn, but 
it has been unused for some time, and the 
floor of hard packed dirt is smooth and 
swept clean. The bag is tied by a short rope to

‘the rafters, about a foot and a half above Kil- 


rain’s head, and a couple of boards have been 
nailed across the rafters for the ball to strike as 
it flies up from contact with Kilrain's fist. The 
rope it hangs by is but about three feet long, and 
this makes the ball fly back ana forth mucn 
faster when used than a longer rope would. 
This makes hitting the ball lively work and ne- 
cessitates great quickness in hitting and dodg- 
ing. 

It is only once in two or three days, when he 
feels like it for amusement, that Kilrain has a 
bout with the gloves with Mitchell. Little at- 
tention is paid tosparring. The daily program 
is one of almost uninterrupted activity. The 
fighter and his trainer get up about 6 o’olock 
every morning and start for a limbering up walk

toast, one cup of weak tea, either boiled eggs or 
a chop, and, if desired, a piece of fish. fter 
breakfast they retire to their rooms and Kilrain’s 
face and hands are pickled, This operation no 
one is allowed to see. Mitchell said that the prep- 
aration used was oneof his own, and that he 
would neither tell what it was nor seli the prep- 
aration. The pickle hardens the hands and face 
by toughening the skin, and prevents the face 


| from bruising easily. Assoon as the pickling 


process is completed Kilrain puts on his sweat- 
ers,“ which are made of fine wool, and are ex- 
traordinarily thick, and woule keep one warm in. 
the coldest day of winter, and he and Mitchell 
start for a walk. 

A FOUR-MILE RUN. 

Kilrain usually runs about four miles and then 
comes back and has a go at the ball in the little 
whitewashed barn. While beis at it and mak- 
ing the hair-stuffed leather bag fly back and forth 
like a shuttlecock, with a rapid cracking as it 
hits the boards overhead, a bath is prepare¢, and 
as soon as he gets through with the ball he is 
washed down and rub by Mitchell. The bath 
is of artificial salt water and the rubbing Mitchell 
gives is far from gentle. 

Then it is about1 o'clock and they get ready 
for a dinner of boiled mutton, or roas beef, or 
steak, or boiled chicken, fish, bread, and greens. 
No potatoes, rice, or vegetables, which are con- 
sidered fattening, are eaten. A pint of ale is 
taken with dinner. After dinner the pickling 
process is once more gone through with. After 
dinner the morning’s program is about repeated, 
save that the ball is pounded about rather longer 
and perhaps Kilrain and Mitchell have a go with 
the gloves. All this is making a great change in 
Kilrain. People who saw him here at tne close 
of his tour say he locked beefy, and he did. Now 
all this beef is gone. He has had his mustache 
shaved, too, and it makes him look much differ- 
ent. 

The supper is alight meal. Mitchell's idea is 
that what is eaten before sleeping is more apt to 
make fat than what is eaten at other times, and 
so he doesn't let his big charge eat much supper. 
He is in splendid condition—as fine as silk. His 
face has a peculiar dead look, the result of the 
thorough pickling it has got, and doesn't look 
healthy. But when he strips down bis neck and 
shoulders show up as brown as a bun and smooth 
as satin. The parts of his body more protected 
have a lighter pinkish tint that indicates perfect 
condition. He weighed 19% pounds yesterday. 
When he went into training he weighed 208, and 


Mitchell wants him to ght at 184. He has 
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banted fourteen pounds already, and this leaves 
ten pounds to be got rid of before July 7 or 8 But 
he could go into the ring today, and it would 
bother an experienced man to point out any su- 


perfluous tissue. 
FEELS EASY. 


He said yesterday that he was confident. All 
he wants is perfect business.

A New Typesetter. 

Among the many labor-saving devices invent 
ed during the last year is a new and simple type 
setting machine invented and patented yester- 
day by Col. G. D. Rogers, editor of the Market 
Hecord of this city. Unlike the other typesetting 
machines on the market. the one patented by 
Col. Rogers does not require any special casting 
of the types to be used witb it. Au ordinary font 
of type from brilliant to pica can be used. The 
machine is simple in vonstruction and takes 
up but little more room than an ordinary 
typewriter. Around the revoiving disk the 
different characters of the alpbabet are arranged 
in “stacks,” or one above the other. The key- 
board by which the machine is worked looks much 
like the keyboard of atypewriter. When the 
key is pressed the letter controlled by it is slid 
by an ingenious contrivance into a stick in 
the centre of the revolving disk. When the 
stick is filled the pressure of another key slides 
it along a galley and the work goes on. The ma- 
chine is said to be capable of fast manipulation, 
the limit depending entirely on the skill of the 
operator. The cost of constructing one of these 
machines is about $100.—.uinn-apo.. Journal,

FORGERY IN A SUIT OVER A NOTE,

The heirs of Edwin Rogers, deceased, made a 
charge of forgery in Judge Grinnell’s court 
against the heirs of John Cooper, who are suing 
the Rogers estate for $2,676 on a note executed 
by the late Mr. Rogers at Mount Vernon, O., 
Jan. 1, 1868. The note is a promise to pay Coop- 
er six months after date, but was, of course, long 
ago outiawed. At least that was the view taken 
of the matter by Judge Knickerbocker when he, 
in the Probate Court Feb. 16, 1888, disallowed the 
claim. An appeal was taken to the Circuit Court, 
and yesterday the claimants produced a letter 
dated some six months before the time of limita- 
tion and signed by Mr. Rogers. The letter con- 
cludes: I will see you soon, and will then pay 
you a portion of the money due you. This, it is 
claimed, under the law constitutes a renewal of 
the promise to pay. and consequently extends 
the time. The defense admit the genuineness of 
the signature and former portion of the letter, 
but say the last clause is forged and was intro- 
duced since the letter was written. 


A Peculiar Defense. f 
Joseph Schuhmann adopted a peculiar plea in 
defense of a breach of contract suit in Judge 
Clifford’s court. Xavir Markle is the plaintiff 
and says that Schuhmann induced him to leave 
his work in Munich and come to America as fore- 
maninastained glass factory to be started in 
Chicago. He wus promised 500 marks—about 
$125—a month salary and an engagement for five 
years. He came over and had only been at work 
six months when the concern was broken up and 
he was thrown out of work. He asks for the 
amount due him under his contract. The de- 
fense ciaim that the act of Congress of Feb. 26, 
1885, makes the contract engaging foreign labor 
illegal, and say that no such contract can be sued 
on.

ENGLEWOOD WANTS TO COME IN. 


A Citizen of That Suburb Adduces Good 
| Reasons for Annexation. 

ENGLEWOOD, June 24.—[Editor of the Tribune. } 
—1 attended the anti-@nnexation meeting in 
Englewood Saturday evening and came away 
more in favor of annexation than before. I no- 
tice that the antis in every instance ignore both 
our interest in and duty to the city. Probably 
two-thirds of the value of suburban lots is 
owing to their proximity to Chicago, and the 
city is entitled to a taxon that portion. The 
citizens of Englewood are in daily use of the 
pavements, sewers, and other conveniences of 
Chicago; and they attend its many free enter- 
tainments, and compete with citizens for local 
business, and when away from home register as 
citizens of Chicago. If it can be shown that we 
make sacrifices in joining the city it is, neverthe- 
less, our duty to make such sacrifices and cease 
to sponge the goods we do not pay for. If the ad- 
vantages the city continually gives us could be 
obtained only by annexation there would not be 
one in opposition. If the enhanced value Chicago 
gives to suburban property was dependent upon 
annexation many tens of miilions of dollars 
would be raised for the privilege of being a part 
of the city. 

The business centre of the city has driven the 
residence portion to other parts and left the con- 
trol of that most valuable section largely in the 
hands of an unintelligent voting population. 
This partly depopulated centre has grown to 
great — 2 — and is a constantly increasing 
evil which can only be counteracted by bringing 
in the suburbs. 

The antis have much to say ofa narrow local 
interest, and overlook the fact that our interest 
in the whole city is far the greatest. I notice also 
that they draw largely upon their imagination as 
to what will happen in case of annexation. They 
see nothing but honesty in our own officers and 
none but saloonke2ping Aldermen in the city in 
the future, and theyimply that in claiming its 
own the city is trying to rod them. During the 
nearly six years I have lived in Englewood 1 
have noticed that alljobs go through the Town 


rapid growth of the place has so far been 
sufficient to obscure this dang®rovs facility for 
running into debt. This great power put into 
the hands of two or three men is a danger that 
has often in other places worked most serious 
evil. Weneed mote matured and cautious meth- 
ods to guard us against debts that might check 
our growth and reduce the value of property. 

The antis continue to harp upon the fire limits, 
though the Council has settled that question. 
Before building we do not want fire limits; after 
building we do. We will soon want them in 
Englewood. Iam confident it would be better 
for us all if the fire limits embraced the whole of 
Cook County. 

The subürbs will compose a fifth part of the 
city and be a corresponding great power in its 
government. It will be to that extent an annex- 
ation of Chicago to the suburbs, and in paying 
our just debt to the city we will serve our own 
best interest.
